REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. Claims 5-17, 27 and 29-31 are allowed. Claims 1-4, 18-26 and 28 have been 
cancelled. 
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6. The sole base, or independent, claim of the application is claim 1 1 . It can be 
summarized as follows: 

Claim 11 covers a motion transmitting cable assembly comprising an abrasion 
resistant tubular article and a motion transmitting core moveably disposed within the 
article, said article comprising: 

-an inner wall component comprising from 60 to 98% polytetrafluorothylene 
(PTFE) and 2 to 40% organic filler, 

-an outer wall component comprising PTFE and an inorganic filler, 
wherein the outer wall component is positioned around the inner component and is 
bound thereto by an intermediate layer of PTFE. 

7. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest cable assemblies having all of the 
features of claim 11. 

8. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Citations as of Interest 

9. US 6,807,879 to Reynolds is cited as of interest for teaching cable assemblies 
having inner layers containing PTFE and polyimide resin. It fails to suggest cable 
assemblies in which three layers of outer tubing contain PTFE, with different fillers in the 
non-intermediate layers. 
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1 0. EP 0640 1 88B1 to Davidson is cited of interests as teaching cable assemblies in 
wtiich the outer layer is bonded to an inner metal core with a fluorinated ethylene/- 
propylene copolymer (FEP) or perfluoro(alkoxyethylene)/tetrafiuoroethylene copolymer 
(PFA). It teaches that inner layers of PTFE are ineffective because of their short life 
span. It fails to suggest cable assemblies in which three layers of outer tubing contain 
PTFE, with different fillers in the non-intemiediate layers.
